Monte Dunaway and Lloyd Sm ith, 
who sacraficed their lives in the cause 
of the native land and the wold, were 
brought back from the poppy fields 
of France and laid to rest in their 
native soil last Monday. 
The bodies 
arrived Sunday night and rested in 
state at the M ethodist church until 
the tim e of the funeral services Mon­ 
day afternoon. 
The largest crowd ever assem bled 
at the local M ethodist church was 
present w hen the double service was 
held 
for 
Corporals 
Dunaway 
and 
Smith . 
Pastor H icks of the Meth­ 
odist church had charge of the serv­ 
ices. 
Mines. C ollins and Payne sang 
“Som ewhere the Sun in Shining,” 
and prayer was offered by Chaplain 
Lieutenant P. J. 
Fullingim . 
Rev. 
George Boyd delivered an address 
upon the life, character and war rec­ 
ord of Lloyd Sm ith, and Rev. J. L. 
Ward eulogized the life, record and 
character of M ontt Dunaway.

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FRANK MESSENGER 
HERO DURING WAR 


Frank Messenger, living northeast I 
of Decatur, returned Tuesday from a I 
visit to Fort W orth, where he was 
called by the government to under- | 
go an examination of the wounds he 
received while serving with the Am­ 
erican forces in France. 
Messenger 
was pretty badly bunged up on the 
night of April I, I [ti 8, while travel­ 
ing on a motorcycle with a dispatch 
rider near St. Die. 
Pieces of shell j 
penetrated his legs and a rib was j 
driven into one of his lungs. 
The 
dispatch rider was also knocked out, 
receiving dangerous wounds. 
The 
machine on which the boys were rid­ 
ing was knocked to pieces. 
After an j 
all-night tussle with pain the boys 
were picked up the next m orning and 
carried to a hospital. 
In a short time 
Messenger recovered sufficiently to 
join his command, which was one of 
the divisions that covered itself with ; 
glory on the battlefields of France— 
the famous Rainbow Division. 
Messenger had some experience in ' 
getting into the army. 
He was turn- ! 
ed back at Leon Springs on account i 
of his weight. 
Then he tried to get j 
in and sent overseas In Newark, New 
Jersey, where he was again informed 
that he was too light in weight. 
He 
was determined to go to the front, 
though the chances, seemed to be 
against him. 
For the third time he 
applied 
at 
the 
recruiting 
officers’ 
headquarters, this time in W ashing­ 
ton, D. C. 
He passed the examina­ 
tion and was sent to the Rainbow 
Division, then being made up for ac­ 
tive service in France. 
Messenger is a modest fellow' and 
he requested this reporter to “ lay off 
the flowery stuff" about his service, 
saying “ I didn’t do anything worthy 
of note; 
had lots of fun and frol­ 
ic.” 
He has a French cross, but 
he does not attach any inportance to 
the medal, as he says, they were the 
easiest things in France to secure. 
Messenger’s brother-in-law, Mr. Car­ 
ter, who lives on the Messenger farm 
northeast of tow'n, is a veteran of 
the Canadian army which fought the 
bloodiest battles of the war. 
Carter 
fought at Vim} Ridge and was with 
Haig when all seemed lost with the 
British arms, and during the big en­ 
gagements Messenger was wounded 
seventeen times. 
Mr. C arter has a 1 
number of souvenirs he brought back 
from France. 
Thege two splendid i 
heroes of the great war are now citi- ; 
zeus of Wise county, having come 
here from New Jersey three years 
ago.

MOST OIL AND GAS 
WELLS SUCCESSFUL 


W ashington I). C. Sept. 2!). 
Pe­ 
troleum or gas now is being struck 
in three out of every four wells 
drilled, considering all proved fields 
in the United States Geological Sur­ 
vey indicate. 
Only one out of every four wells 
proves a dry hole, representing a 
total loss to the drillers and their 
backers. 
In some fields the proper 
tion of dry holes is but one out of 
ten. 
More than 16,000 wells will be 
drilled in the United States this year, 
geological survey officials estimate. 
The first six months of this year 8,- 
900 new wells were completed. 
At least I ,POO,OOO persons, hun­ 
dreds of them small investors and 
business men not familiar with the 
drilling industry, become financiallv 
interested each year in the drilling of 
Wells. 
Oil stocks are being advertised and 
sold ill almost every section of th< 
United States. 
Considering only these companies 
which actually sink shafts in mort oi 
less known fields, the chances of sn 
cess would seem to be about seventy- 
five to twenty-five of failure. In 1 9 1 8 , 
one of the biggest oil years, there 
were drilled 25,684 wells, cl which 
I 7,.'<45 produced oil and 2229 natural 
aas. 
The num ber of dry holes was 
6613, or about 22 cr cent of the total 
number of ventures. 
Geologists, studying territory, are 
right in 8 7 per cent of their conclu­ 
sions as to tile presence of oil and 
other minerals, according to George 
Otis Smith, director of the United 
States Geological Survey. 
L arge and 
successful oil producing companies 
generally employ geologists.

The Texas Training School has 
been held up as a sort of model in­ 
stitution and do ub tin g it has and 
is doing good work. 
In justice to 
itself, the investigation should he 
thorough and sweeping. 
If the boys 
who are sent there are brutally pun­ 
ished. the public should know it and 
regulations should bd prescribed and 
enforced that will put an end to if. 
If the case of the Thames boys is 
merely an isolated case of brutality, 
the investigators should establish the 
fact and leave the punishment of 
Twyman, if he is responsible for the 
boy’s death, to the courts, 
Some of the testimony introduced 
at the trial, how ever would lead to 
the conclusion that the punishment 
is too severe for boys of the ages sent 
to th a t institution. 
No doubt boys 
of all character are sent there and 
the question of handling them pre­ 
sents a serious problem. 
However, 
brutality never reformed a criminal 
and certainly it will not reform a 
wayward boy. 
These boys are not 
sent to the school for punishment, 
though of course infractions of the 
law are responsible for their being 
there. 
The main object is their ref­ 
ormation and the making of useful 
citizens. 
This certainly can be ac­ 
complished 
w ithout brutality, 
and 
brutality, if it exists, should be elim­ 
inated and speedily b o . 
A thorough, complete investigation 
can do no harm. 
If the Thames case 
is the only one of its kind, the insti­ 
tution will receive a clean bill of 
health. 
If it is not an isolated case 
and if brutality is generally practic­ 
ed, the sooner the public knows it 
and puts an end to vt, the better it 
will be for all concerned.— Star-Tele- 
gram.
